Machines 
Good, Bad 

— Thc-^lioodlum ^invasion o f the 
vending machine business in Lake 
County," was outlined in a speech 
in"Fcbruary _ of thisycar by:Mr.- 
Danicl Walker, President of the 
Chicago Crime Commission and 
a resident 'of Lake County. 
'This warning, mode lo^mem- 
bers of (he Lake County Crime 
Commission, and interested citi- 
zens was repeated by local news 
media, but despite % a few OOR's 
and AAIIs, nothing has changed. 
The hoodlum operated businesses 
arc still free to use unethical tac- 
tics to further their own needs. 

Lake County has many individ- 
uals and firms operating coinop- 
cratcd machines, ranging from 
juke boxes and pinball machines, 
to sophisticated dispensers of food 
and drink. 

One large industrial firm in 
Lake County reports to the Crime 
Commission thai for several 
years they had exercised lilllc 
control over their vending ma- 
chine operation and received low 
than $1,500 per year, taking only 
wliaL was offered. Controls were 
then placed on firms having vend- 
ing machines on the premises 
and now the company collects 
more than $60,000 'a year as their 
sliarc of the legitimate " profits 
from the machines. 

The larger use of vending ma- 
chines in Lake County is (he 
Great Lakes Naval Training Cen- 
ter. They recently instituted 
stricter controls over vending 
machines. 

The industry has grown from 
(he gum ball machines of a few 
years ago, to a mulli-milliou dol- 
lar operation, but ninny business-

unnecessarily," he stressed. 

"Excessive imports of non- 
quota dairy products militate 
against the achievement of parity 
prices "by tis nation's dairy farm- 
ers for milk used for manufac- 
turing purposes," he asserted. 
" 'If »n non-quota dairy imports

Clothes Can Be 
Fire H azard 

s Almost every mother knows that 
her child's safety is at slake when 
he crosses a busy thoroughfare 
or plays near the edge of the wat- 
er. But how many mothers know 
that when they buy back-to-scliool 
clothes for their children,, they 
might be buying- a potential fire 
hazard? 

Bums from clothing that catch- 
es on fire account for 1,500 deaths 
each year. Fulhermore, statistic- 
ians estimate that 100,000 people 
suffer disabling injuries because 
their clothes catch on fire. 

Particularly dangerous are flow- 
ing robes, flared skirts, Mousy 
sleeves, and clothes' wilh ruffles 
.and frills or. a napped, lexliircd 
surface. 

Older children should be taught 
about the dangers of fire as soon 
as they are able to take direction. 
They should learn to be cautious 
when they are 'near common sou- 
rces of fire such as space heaters, 
stoves, and. burning trash or lea- 
ves. 

Parents and children should 
know what to do in case cloth- 
es-catch on fire. The natural 
tendency is to panic and run. It 
fire strikes, throw the victim to 
the ground and slowly roll him 
over ~and "over." This — stifles - 1 he 
flames and prevents them sweep- 
ing upward to the face. If a blan- 
ket or rug is handy, roll the vic- 
tim in that the quench the flames 
more quickly.

treaty, his return to stand trial

Extradition of . persons fleeing 
one stale to another in the United 
States is provided for by the U.S. ;

Scott Wants 
State Aid 
For Police— 



State aid to enable local com- 
munities to increase police salar- 
ies and training, and to strength- 
en police pension funds was rec- 
ommended by William J. Scott, 
Republican candidate for Illinois 
Attorney General. 

In a statement to the GOP 
state platform committee, Scott 
pointed out that money to fund 
the stated-aid program will be 
available through the new .multi- 
billion dollar Omnibus Crime Bill 
recently enacted by the Federal 
government. 

"In order to receive "the fed- 
eral funds, states must draw up 
an anti-crime program within the 
next- six months," Scott ex- 
plained.
